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Five hundred tons of gasoline were shipped to Manchuria from the USSR in 
deuuary 1948 1in payment for foodetuffs sent to the USSE by the Chinese 
Communists. The gasoline was delivered by rail to Suifenho (131-09, 44-23) 
in five shipments of five carloada each. At Suifenho the gasoline was 
unloaded and transehipped to Mutanchiang (129-37, 44-35), Chiamuseu (130-21, 
46-49) and Harbin by Chinese Communist personnel. 


In January 1948 twenty trainloads of produce were dispatched by the Chinese 
Communists to the USSR. Hach train consieted of fifteen to twenty cars, 
and the cargs anounted te approximately 9,000 tone of sorghum, soya beans, 
wheat and millet. 


Three to four freight trains left Harbin daily in February 1948 for Hutan- 
chiang and Suifenheo. Trains routed to Suifenho carried foodstuffs, and half 
of those returning from Suifenho were loaded with farming machinery, while 
the other half returned empty.
